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Gilbert Gottfried was born in Coney 
Island, New York on February 28, 
1955. He was a stand-up comedian 
known for his loud shrill voice, edgy, 
raunchy humor, and the voice of the 
Aflac duck from the Aflac insurance 
commercials. Gilbert Gottfried was 
the brother of photographer Arlene 
“A.H.” Gottfried (August 26, 
1950-August 8, 2017). He was married 
to Dara Kravitz-Gottfried in 2007 and 
divorced in 2022. Gilbert Gottfried’s 


first comedy routine was at 
Greenwich Village’s The Bitter End 
during his high school years. Gilbert 
Gottfried has been on NBC’s Saturday 
Night Live and some of his stand-up 
comedy specials. Back in March 2011, 
Gilbert Gottfried was fired from 
voicing the Aflac duck due to posting 
cruel tweets about the tsunami in 
Japan. He also made jokes about the 
9/11 attacks during the roast of 
Playboy's Hugh Hefner at the Friars 


Club. Gilbert Gottfried also made 
jokes about masturbation jokes, in 
reference to Paul Reubens’ arrest for 
masturbating in a pornographic 
movie theater during the 1991 Emmy 
Awards. In Beverly Hills Cops 2 
(1987), Gilbert Gottfried played 
Sidney Bernstein. He also played 
shock-jock Johnny Crunch in The 
Adventures of Ford Fairlane (1990), 
starring Andrew Dice Clay. Gilbert 
Gottfried also played shrill-voiced 


adoption agent Igor Peabody in 
Problem Child (1990), Problem Child 
2 (1991), and Problem Child 3 (1995). 
Gilbert Gottfried played Adolf Hitler 
in Highway to Hell (1991). In Aladdin 
(1992), Aladdin 2: The Return of Jafar 
(1994), Aladdin and the King of 
Thieves (1996) and Aladdin: The 
Animated Series, he voiced lago, a 
scarlet macaw. In Don Bluth’s 
Thumbelina (1994), he voiced 
Berkeley I. Beetle, a beetle musician. 


Gilbert Gottfried played Mr. Harry 
Karp in Meet Wally Sparks (1997) 
starring Rodney Dangerfield. He also 
played Tony the Doorman in Def Jam’s 
How to Be a Player (1997). In the 
mockumentary comedy parody film 
Farce of the Penguins (2006), he 
voiced a penguin who shouts “I’m 
freezing my nuts off!”. Gilbert 
Gottfried also voiced Digit, an indigo 
cybird in the PBS animated series 
Cyberchase (2001). He also voiced 


Grayson the Goose in Jack and the 
Beanstalk (2009). Gilbert Gottfried 
starred in A Million Ways to Die in the 
West (2014), as Abraham Lincoln. In 
the animated comedy film Animal 
Crackers (2019), he voiced Mario 
Zucchini, a dwarf biker. Gilbert 
Gottfried and Dara Kravitz-Gottfried 
had two children, Max Gottfried and 
Lily Kravitz-Gottfried. Gilbert 
Gottfried was diagnosed with 
Appendicitis, which is the 


inflammation of his appendix. He had 
surgery to fix his appendix. Gilbert 
Gottfried died from severe health 
problems from Ventricular 
Tachycardia in New York City on April 
12, 2022. He was 67 years old. Gilbert 
Gottfried will be remembered by his 
fans forever. 
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
